DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 and 13 are allowable over the art of record because the prior art does 
not teach a grounding location formed on the conducting surface around the first cutout 
part whereby the coaxial cable is grounded; and a fixation structure disposed on the 
conducting surface around the grounding location, the fixation structure having a recess 
receiving the coaxial cable for providing precise fixation and grounding of the coaxial 
cable; or wherein the first cutout part is rectangular and the second cutout part is 
trapezoidal (claims 8,1 1); or wherein at least one of the first cutout part and the second 
cutout part is trapezoidal (claim 14), in combination with remaining claimed limitations.
